The Germans would have no right to complain even If the Allies 
outdid them in their very woisl atrocities, yet tliey were clamor, 
ously indignant^ioth when air raids on German towns began and 
when gas began to he employed against them. Tt appears that even 
the Americans are uow using a form of gas. The military niillior- 
ities have permitted the announcement that the Amej-ican army is 
now receiving so-called mustard gas in quantities and employed it 
in breaking up (iermiin concent rations of troops in woods near Cha- 
teau Thierry. This mustard gas is not the deadly vapor employed 
by the Germans, but it produces serious burns and incapacitates its 
victims for weelis in some cases. 

It .seems that investigation of gases for use in the fleld^ has been 
conducted by our government for somi' time. M;i.ior-( Icneral Sihert, 
on his return from Prance, being put iu charge ot the work. As a 
result, we have not only secured proteetioii from enemy gas but are. 
now practically employing a form .if t;as as a weajton of otV.'iisc. 
The Allies have been making progress in this direction ever sim-e 
the Germans introduced gas. It is interesting to learn that the 
earlier methods of i)ro,jec1ing gas arc now obsolete aiid that tlie use 
of shells charged with gas is the present approved plan.
